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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new amendments to specification raise the new matter. The newly introduced language "liquid crystal 
material" is broader than the "antiferroelectric" and "ferroelectric" liquid crystal materials of the origional representation. Therefore, the 
objection of the specification in the final rejection is still maintained. Also, the rejections over Wu (Liquid Crystals, 2002) are still 
maintained because the "antiferroelectric liquid crystal" is encompassed by the ciaim language "liquid crystal material" of Claim 15. The 
"liquid crystal material" does not exclude the "antiferroelectric liquid crystal" of prior art. Regard to the rejections over Wu (Liqid Crystals 
2003), Applicants argued that the present application and the reference applied have a common inventor. This argument is not 
persuassive because the present invention did not establish the common inventor who himself is a sole inventor for the instant claims at 
time of the invention. 
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
